Clifford S. Lee, Formerly of This 


City, Tells Rotary Club of Rela- 


tion to Motor Industry 


AN AUTHORITY ON SUBJECT.. 


Former Rushvilte Boy "Reminisces" 
About Early Days When He Start- 


ed tit Newspaper Business 


"The question uf good roads is one 


of the most vital question:! confront- 
ing the American people today," said 
Clifford S. Lee of Xew York City, and 
formerly of Bushville, in an address 
before the weekly meeting of the Uo- 
taryy clrtb Tuesday, and he reviewed 
tlii* development of the automobile in- 
dustry to show that it was far ahead 
of the development of roads., which 
are essential to the further progress 
of automotive manufacturing. 


Mr. Lee who, together with ln's wife 


have been visiting Jus parents, Mr.- 
and Mrs. Edwin Lee of this city, went 
to Indianapolis today to attend 
to 


some business matters befon? return- 
ing to his work in Xew York. He and 
Mrs. Lee motored to Kushville, cov- 
ering more than 700 miles on the trip. 


Mr. Lee, who started as a reporter 


on the Daily Republican in 1904 when 
he was graduated from the iiushville 
high school, later became its editor, 
and then went to the 
Indianapolis 


Star as a. political writer, "remin- 
isced" a little about Itushville, the 
"home town'' which he left IS years 
ago. He recalled many interesting ex- 
periences in his newspaper career 
and saiil that he was "always glad to 
get back to America" when he cams 
back to the raiddlewest. 


Mr. Lee spoke brielly on the con- 


ditions in Passaic, X. 3., where 
lie 


resides, commenting: on the 
large 


foreign element in the population., 
Of 72,000 people living there, he said, 
88 percent can neither read, write or 
speak English. 


Mr. Lee is in charge of public re- 


lations for the asphalt manufacturers 
of the United States and is in charge 
of publicity for the American Road 
congress. lie has come to lie recog- 
nized as an authority on good roads 
and his articles have appeared in a 
number of magazines. He also issues 
a highway information service of his 
own. 


Mr. Lee spoke to the Rotary club 


on "The Kconomic Value of 
Good 


Road,'",asserting that the i|ut-st>oii is 
so interwoven with "every phase or.' 
our economic life that it touches ev- 
ery num. woman and child in this 
country and so important is it to tin; 
nation as a whole that it is eiigross- 
ilig the attention of every unit 
oi; 


government from the Federal govern- 
ment itself down to the smallest mun- 
icipality. Taxation for highway im- 
provement as well as the community 
:levelopment that goes 
with good 


roads reaches every pockethook and 
:he question, therefore, is one of vi- 
:al interest to every citizen whether 
ne uses a highway or not. 


"The bad roads of America consti- 


tute the most stupendous wasteful- 
ness of the most wasteful people on 
the face of the globe.'' Thus did one 
of our foremost statesmen sumiua rix<: 
:hc road situation in America but a 
few years ago. That we are making 
progress, however, is evidenced by 
:he great sums now being appropriat- 
ed for highway improvement by the 
nation, the states, the counties, tin- 
townships and the cities,—sums now 
totalling one and one-quarter billions 
i>£ dollars annually and 
amounting 


each year to nearly three times 
tin- 


total cost of the Panama Canal. The 
question of good roads has now be- 
come not so much a. question of rais- 
ing the money for better highways as 
it is one of expending 
wisely 
the 


great sums already available. On the 
other hand, with all the construction 
now under way. we 
have 
merelv 


scratched the surface and the work 
must go on for scores of years be- 
fore anything like adequate national, 
state and county systems of arterial 
roads are perfected, not to speak of 
the work that must be done in im- 
proving the tributary highways 
si> 


that they may serve the better 
as 


feeders to the main avenues of traf- 
fic."

Five Acres of Michikoff Wheat on 


Farm of 0. L. Bryant, Allen Coun- 


ty, has Largest Yield 


ONLY HARD WHEAT VARIETY 


Lafayette, Ind., Aug. 27—Five 


acres Mk-hikoff wheat on the farm of 
O. L. Bryant, Yoder, Allen county, 
produced 46 bushels to the acre, ac- 
cording to a report received today at 
the agricultural experiment station 
at Purdue University. 


This is the largest yield for wheat 


reported this year, and another dem- 
onstration of the ability of this va- 
riety of wheat to produce. 


Michikoff was devloped 
by 
(lie 


experiment station here and is the on- 
ly variety of hard wheat grown in the 
state. 


A group of neighbors measured 


the yield and weighed the wheat as it 
came from the field. The field con- 
tained 476 shocks or a total of 5,932 
bundles.
